It i« their func- 
tion to suppress the insects that play 
havoc wi^ the fknaof'a hard'aarnod 
cro[w. 

Ki fly-three per cent, of the food 
of I'lnis in one locality waa foood to 

consist of tlio larvflp of tho rlisease- 
dissuminating mosquitoes. Horse- 
flies are the harden not only of 
horsi's, hut of other vnliinMo stock, 
and the larvae of this fly are the 
natural fodd of several speeiea«pf 
birds. The fovcr tick, so injurious 
to cattle, is the natural fooil of the 
kill-^eer aad tho plover. Com, cot- 
ton and other crops are destroyed to 
a large extent by grasshoppers, and 
there are at Iflail S3 apeoiM of bMa 
..that feed upon grasshoppers. Grass 
laadd and grain crops in generkl suf- 
fer greatly from varioaa insect pasts, 
which are destroyed in vast multi- 
tudes by birds. The greatly dreaded 
boll weevil is food ioi the plover, 
tli.> kiiuieer aad othta of tho Ikath* 

ert'd tril)e. 

It ifl a common experience to see 
birils followini? the plow and con- 
puijiing gruli.s tliat are destructive to 
pnrdt-n and otlier valuable plants. 
Tlicse friends of the planter should 
in every state be protected by rigid 
ligislatioB.

Chief Croksr** M*n Thought LHtl* of 
D*ath Whan It Was a Qaa»> 

Fonncr Chit'f Croki r of New 
York, in World's Work, says that, 
although the whole flio aenrioo is 
founded on the principle of obedi- 
ence, it is almost impossible to drag 
a man from danger when his battle 
blood Ih up. 

'*In 1905," be says, "I lost three 
good men in a big warriioaae fire in 
Thirteenth afropt through reckless- 
ness inspired by this spirit. The 
building had be^ pretty well gutted 
and one of the walls was getting 
•haky. Directly under this wall 
were three mea from an engine com- 
pany hogging a 'lead' of hose, their 
helmets down over their qye^ and 
playing their water on tho flaaMs, 
which almost singed tbeir faces.
